THE OFFICERS OF A CROOKED LOAN AND BUILD- 
ING ASSOCIATION. 

CHICAGO, III., Aug. 11.—Through the good 
work of Postoffice Inspecter Stuart and 
George Ferguson of Lincoln, Neb., the 
crooked operations of the National Capital 
Savings & Building & Loan Association of 
America were brought to light yesterday and 
two of the officers ofthe organization 


are now in jail. The men under 
arrest are Alfred Downing, president. 
and H. Tollman, Vice-President. The man- 


ager of the concern, Louis M. Mortimer, 
made his escape with over $90,000 in cold cash. 
The association was organized by Mortimer 
about eighteen months ago has been 
doing a big business throughout Western 
States, Agents were employed and acted in 
good faith, two prominent Chicago com- 
mercial agencies having indorsed the con- 
cern. One small loan was made 
in each State in order to 
lure the victims on and remittances flowed 
into the Chicago office with every mail. Itis 
estimated that at least $250,000 was received 
by the firm, for which but seventeen small 
loans were made. The books of the associa- 
tion show record of $175,000 handled. Morti- 
mer has not been seen since July 10, and both 
Downing and Tollman insist that they do not 
share in the profits of any 
crooked operations. Downing says he 
simply worked on a salary while Tollman 
claims that he only figured as an incorpora- 
tor and received no money. The victims of 
the concern are numbered by the hundreds 
and reside principally in the territory con- 
tiguous to Omaha, Denver, Des Moines, Port- 
land (Ore.), Galveston, Minneapolis and San 
Francisco. The Southern States and Phila- 
delphia were also worked toasmall extent. 
The prisoner will be prosecuted by the postal 
authorities.

AT LA LIBERTAD. 


A Threat to Seize the Vessel if Capt. White 
Disregards Orders—Salvador’s Navy, a 
Condemned American Tug Boat—The 
Company’s Trade With the Country 
Imperilled., 

New York, Aug. 11.—A San Salvador dis- 
patch says: The news cabled yesterday of 
the seizure at La Libertad of the Pacific Mail 
steamship City of Panama by the Govern- 
ment authorities, because she left La Union 
without a permit of the Cuptain of the port, 
promptly reached the edrs of the general 
agent of the line at Guatemala City. The 
agent took it for granted that the confisca- 
tion had been made because of some viola- 
tion of the health laws, but to make sure, 
inquired by telegram if that was the case. 
Minister of Commerce Amaya telegraphed 
the following reply: 

The City of Panama did not leave La 
Union without permission of the Health 
Beard, as you say. She did,‘however, leavé 
without the requisite permit from the author- 
ities of the port. This Has led to the suing of 
the said steamer, and in consequence she has 
been declared confiscated. We are carrying 
out in this matter the same doctrines which 
the United States have applied in the case of 
the Etata of the Chillan rebel squadron. 

This is pretty bold talk, but Salvador is @ 
plucky little State and is not afraid to speak 
her mind when she fancies that she has a 
grievance, The Salvadorian government 


. has all along been suspected of hearty sym- 


patby withthe Chilian insurgents. It evi- 
dently thinks that it had a pretty strong 
precedent in the case of the Etata. In the 
meanwhile the city of Panama is still at La 
Libertad. She is under the government 
orders not to leave until this matter is set- 
tled.

MY, HOW IT RAINED 


But the Sudden Storm Cooled the Over-| ‘ 


Heated Atmosphere. 


THE LIGHTNING PLAYED HAVOC WITH 
THE POLICE TELEPHONE WIRES. 


Sixty-One Hundredths of an Inch of Water 
Fell Within Ten Minutes and the Wind 
Blustered at Thirty- Five Miles an Hour 
—Comparatively Slight Damage to Pri- 
vate Property. 


The thunder storm that visited the city at 
11:30 this morning was anticipated by both 
the local forcaster and by the Washington 
forecast, and was produced by purely local 
causes, the thermometric and barometric 
conditions being favorable. While vicious 
and noisy during its cogtinuance the storm 
was purely local, being one of probably 
a large number of similar storms 
throughout a large area to the 
West and Northwest. The weather, unpre- 
cedentedly warm for this, year, seems to 
have culminated in an electric storm that 
has purified the atmosphere, and it is prob- 
able that we may now look for a cooler 
period. The Signa! Service Bureau notes that 
the low pressure center had been moving 
southward and eastward. At the point 
where high thermometer begins to lower 
and low barometer begins to raise storm is 
apt to occur. 

During the storm the thermometer 
fell from 84 to @ deg. within 
the space of fifteen minutes and by one 
o’clock the mercury had climbed to but 73 
deg.; * ot an inch of moisture was precipi- 
tatedupto2? p. m., and of this ,@ of an inch 
fell within ten minutes. 

The relief from the terrible torrid weather 
of yesterday, the hottest day of the season, 
when the mercury climbed to 9.1, was ha led 
with gladness by all save river excursion and 
summer garden men. 

The storm passed eastward, crossing the 
river, many vivid fiashes playing over the 
stream and notafew thunderbolts playing 
intothe water. The electrical display was 
considerable over East St. Louis, but com- 
paratively a small amount of rain fell. 

The large amount of. ofan inch within the 
period of 10 minutes is extraordinary. The 
heaviest rainfall recorded in St. Louls was 
4.64 inches on June 16, 88, and the next largest 
4.440n Feb. 19, 1882, the amount recorded 
covering 24 hours in each case. 

The-velocity of the wind was 388 miles at 
11:30 o’ clock. 

DARKNESS IN THE FOUR COURTS. 

The storm almost created a panic in the 
Four Oourts, and for awhile the building was 
in darkness. The electric current was 
carried into the building over the police tele- 
phone wires, and at every stroke of lightning 
a brilllant pyrotechnic display took place at 
the switchboard in the operating-room, 
which at the time was in charge of 
Inspector M. Db. Shaw and Operator 
Robert Jenks. The first clap cleared the 
room of the detectives and loiterers, who 
fied into the hall at the sight of the sizzling, 
spluttering blue flames, leaving Shaw and 
Jenks to fight the elements alone. 
Long streaks of blue fire shot 
from wire to wire in the 
giass encased lightning arrester board and in 
a few seconds four telephone circuits were 
burned out. Though the sparks flew fromall 
sides, Jenks held his place, disconnecting 
the lines at the board and by his promptness in 
this way saved the line repairers considerable 
work. Supt. Chas. Higgins and his asgjstant 
Silas Benedict, drove through the storm to 
the Four Courts. As soon as the electric 
laden atmosphere cleared up they began re- 
pairing the lines. Within an hour the switch- 
board was again in perfect condition. 

The fire alarm system, which is prepared 
for accidents or storms of this kind, suffered 
hut little. 

At headquarters, in the Court house, Supt. 
Higgins said that everything was in 
good working order and that there 
was not 4 sitigle injury to their wires to re- 
port, 

The Bell Telephone Company were not so 
fortunate. Duringthe progress of the storm 
telephonic communication was at a stand- 
still. An investigation of the damage showed 
that nearly 200 boxes had been burned out. 
A large force of men was at once set to work 
to repair the injury and in a few hours the 
complete system will be working all right, 

. STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 

At 11:40 the residence of Anthony Cary, at 
2210 Montgomery street, was struck by 
lightning, the . chimney knocked down 
and thé roof slightly damaged. A fire started 
and a still alarm was given to Engine Com- 
pany No.5. The fire was extinguished with 
a few buckets of water. 

The steps leading to the springs at Caronde- 
let Park caved in during the storm. The 
damage is said to be about $100. The down- 
pour of water was too much for the steps, 
which were unable to hold the weight. 

A report was abroad that the storm had 
damaged the City Hall, but further than a 
telephone burned out in the lighting de- 
partment and a continuous blinking of the 
lights and crackling of the wires, the storm 
did no damage in the building. 


HOTTEST DAY OF THE SEASON, 


SERIOUS EF FECT OF THE HEAT IN NEW YORK— 
WELCOME RAIN. 

New YorK, Aug. 11.—Ninety four in the 
shade. That is what reliable thermometers 
registered in lower Broadway at noon, witha 
certainty of more heat up to nearly 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, This is the hottest day of the 
season andthe hottest August day in twenty 
years, Theeffectupon the city is far more 
serious than most people imagine. 
Persons are overcome by the heat in 
hundreds and actual sunstroke befalls 
scores Of people. The aggravation of other 
diseases by the heat is incalculable, and 
children, especially nursing babes and teeth- 
ing little ones, suffer untold miseries. The 
hospitals are crowded with poor sup- 
plicants for treatment for the all- 
ments generated by the weather, 
and the physicians are over-worked and 
many ofthe attendants are fit subjects for 
treatment themselves. Sunstroke has carried 
off directly or indirectly a dozen persons in 
the last twenty-four hours and there 
are scores of others in 
the hospitals. The suffering caused 
by the heat has been intensified by a verita- 
ble plague of mosquitos. Sunday night these 
little pests made their appearance by the 
millions and drove all persons indoors. The 
oldest inhabitants declare they never before 
experienced anything of the kind and 
wondered what they had done to be so afflict- 
ed. At2this afternoon a thunderstorm re- 
lieved the oppressiveness somewhat.

TROOPS IN CAMP.

Brigade Drill and Dress Parade the Feat- 
ures of the Military Exercises—Spa- 
cious Grounds for the Maneuvers—The 
St. Louis Militia in Good Form—Regu- 
lars Join the Camp. 


Camp WICKHAM, Lake Contrary, Aug. 1l.— 
The troops are a better contented lot to-day 
than yesterday after a rest from the fatigue 
of brigade formation in the afternoon and 
dress parade in the evening. The Second and 
Fourth Regiments were as tired last night as 
young soldiers could be, as they did not ar- 
rive in camp until yesterday morning, and 
had spent the greater portion of the night 


But a good night’s rest brought themall out 
smiling this morning. 

There was a great deal of dissatisfaction 
felt about the issuance of stores yesterday. 
Nearly ever Company had a complaint about 
some sho eelther in rations or culinary 
utensils. ‘Tin plates were considered a great 
luxury yesterday and the soldier who had a 
clear title to a tin cup was an envied 
fortunate. The issuance of stores to-day 
was more satisfactory, however, as the mat- 
ter was not so new as yesterday and a better 
sysiem was obtained. 

DRILL AND DRESS PARADE. 

The brigade drill yesterday at 4 o’clock was 
the first brigade formation and was a decided 
credit to the National Guards, as they fell 
into line with a precision and accuracy that 
would be quite creditable to the regulars. 

The drill grounds are located on a level tract 
of 200 acres on the lake front, with the camp 
in the rear ,and a splendid view is obtained of 
the full brigade formation from the beach 
promenade. It seemed as if nearly all the 
city turned out to see the dress parade at 7 
o’clock. The lake trains were overburdened 
and multitudes of spectators turned out to 
see the military maneuvers. The Drigade 
field and staff with Brig.-Gen. Milton Moore 
in command forms a military contingent of 
which the State may feel a pride, as the en- 
campment will afford the militia a military 
experience and training beyond the results 
of former encampments, and exceeding the 
expectations of all.

NIEDRINGHAUS ON PROTECTION. 

Ane second point 1 sought to 
make in my letter, continued 
the ex-OCongressman, was that 
protection does protect the American work 


man workman. I stated that it would not be 
necessary to import over 10 per cent of the 
total labor required inthe manufacture of 
tim plate. In reality, if you follow the work 
from the time the coal, lead and iron is taken 
from the mines to the time when a box of tin- 
plate is ready for the market, it will not take 
5 per cent of imported labor to make the work 
possible in this country. Thus, with5 per 
cent ot imported labor, a new industry ts 
started which gives work at higher wages to 
“4 per cent of American workmen.’’ 

„How many men will you employ alto- 
gether in the tin plate plant?“ 

About 600 in all, taking in every depart- 
ment. 

How many of these will u be necessary to 
import from England or Wales?“ 

Not sixty altogether, or, as I stated, not 
per cent of the total labor in the plant. The 
tin plate rollers, the half dozen men in the 
pickling, wash and tin houses and for the 
patent machinery will be all the labor I shall 
have to import. 

‘‘What results did you reach by advertising 
for skilled labor in this country?’ N 

None, practically. Most of those who 
answer want the post ion of superintendents. 
me have really been employed at some 
mo in the manufacture of tin-plate, but are 
hot fit to be classed as skilled workmen. We 
cannot find the labor we want, for the de- 
partments I named, in this country.’’ 

GENEROSITY OF THE MANUFACTURERS, 

Ine third point I made, or tried to make 
ii} my letter, Was that the tariff on tin-plate 
(id not gotoenrich the manufacturer, as is 
Charged to be the case. The advantage, and 
more than the advantage, ofthe duty will go 
tuthe workman. The average duty on tin- 
pate is 70 percent. We offer to skilled labor- 
vrs 100 per cent advance over what they were 
eetting in England for the same work, thus 
actually giving them 30 percent more than 
the advantage conferred by the tariff. 1 
think this should show that the tariff is not 
intended solely toenrich the manufacturer.’’ 

\ccording to Mr. Niedringhaus’ own state- 
ment, however, the advance of 100 per cent 
On wages is offered only to the 10 per cent 
Proportion of workmen who will be im- 
ported from England or Wales. There is noth- 
ing said about any especial increase of wages 
for the 9 per cent of American workmen 
‘The 70 per cent duty per box,in the mean- 
time, is a protection upon the entire output 
of the plant, representing the work both of 
the 10 per cent of imported labor and the 90 
per cent of native labor. Mr. Niedripghaus, 
took occasion to state, however, where he 
thought the benefit to the manufacturers 
Came in from duty on tin plate. 

THE MANUFACTURER'S GREAT PRIVILEGE. 

Now, I'll tell you, he said, the only 
advantage the manufacturer gets from the 
tariff. He has the privilege of living in a 
country where the laboring men are all mak- 
ing money. Oh, I can @ssure you that isa 
ping to be appreciated, for when people are

WILL GO RIGHT AHEAD. 

How soon do you expect to have your tin-

us * 

We will have some of the trains running 
within a few weeks.

But the total plant will com- 
prise six or eight trains, and I can’t say. when 
the entire plant will bein active operation. 
We have not yet fully decided how many 
trains will be comprised in the plant of the 
new milis.’’ 

Lou do not propose to pay any further at 
tention tothe Treasury Department as re- 
gards the importation of foreign skilled 
labor?’’ 

No sir. The Treasury Department has 
nothing to say as to our right toimport such 
labor. That right is already guaranteed to 
us under the law.’’ 

Mr. Niedringhaus was very firm and em- 
phatic in all his statements touching upon 
his right to bring such foreign workmen as 
he might need under contract to the United 
States. He has evidently determined to

announced determination on his part, in its 
bearing upon the foreign-contract-labor- 
question, will be the most important de- 
velopment yet reached in the tin- plate con- 
troversy.

ing. The death-watch began with his re- 
moval, and Deputy Sheriffs O’Hara and Har- 
court began theirduty as watchers. Asan 
evidence of their sympathy the deputies de- 
frayed the expense of a heart 
breakfast for the condemned man an 
it was the first large and varied meal he haa 
eaten for some time. Though used to rough 
prison fare and not a grumbler by nature, he 
thoroughly relished the variety of meat and 
vegetables. His execution seemed not to be 
though; of for the time, though he 
was surrounded by things which would 
remind him of it constantly. Henson com- 
lains of but one thing, and that is his attire. 
hen placed in jail he wore a light weight 
blue suit and he still wears K, but it begins to 
show signs of parting at the seams and other 
places most subject tocontact. His handiwork 
with the needle is very apparent in many 
places. His shirt has been cast aside as 
worthless, and he now wears only an under- 
shirt. When asked to pose for a photograph 
some time ago he refused to do so, for the 


reason that he did not have a clean 
shirt or collar, and would not sit 
for a picture unless he could look ‘‘decent.’’ 


Henson is spared the agonies which would 
weigh down a thoughtful man, as he cannot 
be accused of thinking deeply or fully real- 


izing his ition. He would become 
morose an sullen if he was not 
80 hopeful, but now is talkative 


and even pleasant at times, having almost 
assured himself that the chief executive of 
the State will step inand save his life at the 
last moment. His guards realize this and 
have no fear that their charge will make any 
attempt to take his life. At noon to-day Depu- 
ties O Hara and Harcourt were relieved by 
Deputies McAuliffe and Placta. They madea 
friend of Henson by ordering a dinner for 
him, and during the afternoon entertained 
himewith checkers and dominoes and inter- 
esting stories.

Francis was waited 
upon by a _ delegation from Lafay- 
ette County and asked most earnestly 
to commute the sentence of Charles Young, 
who is to be hanged there for murder next 
Thursday morning. The Governor refused 
to interfere. and from his reply on that occa- 
sion it is thought he will let the law take its 
course in both cases.

AMUSEMENTS TO-NIGHT. The fifty years NAPOLEON gave Europe 
for becoming either Republican or Cossack 
brought no fulfillment of his prophecy. 
But we now see Europe's absolutism di- 
vided against itself, and her more limited 
and democratised monarchies united with 
the military absolutism of the Hohenzol- 
lerns in a league against the Cossack abso- 
lutism of Russia, with Republican France 
counted as an opportunist ally of the 
latter. 

Perhaps this strange conjunctjon may 
usher in the delayed fulfillment of NAro- 
LEON’sS prophecy. The other monarchies, 
dreading the overgrown power of their 
semi-Asiatic neighbor on the east and the 
contagion of French Republicanism on the 
west, are between two fires which fully ac- 
count for their coaliticn. Their own doc- 
trine of divine right, the Gospel of Might, 
threatens from the East their territories 
and that balance of power on which their 
‘armed peace’’ conspiracy against free- 
dom and progress rests, while triumphant 
Democracy threatens their thrones and 
their labor-looting systems of government 
from the West. They ard’ between upper 
and nether millstones turning in opposite 
directions, and their salvation depends on 
their ability to check the motion of both. 

A Holy Alliance“ of European mon- 
archs, with the Czar as a member, managed 
once to suppress Republicanism for a ttme 
and to re-establish Bourbon monarchy in 
France. But, the Czar alone excepted, 
they have since retained their thrones only 
by surrendering one vantage ground after 
another to the advancing tides of Democ- 
racy. The Russian autocrat is now de- 
tached from them by the concurrence of 
hisownplans of acquisition in the East 
with the French purpose of recovering the 
provinces taken by Germany, and we do 
not see how the progress of Democracy in 
Europe can be checked by a war among 
her monarchies, whether France is suc- 
cessful or not in taking advantage of it to 
recover her lost territory.

After having told his dismal tale the faamer 
invites you to walk along the local country 
roads. Every few yards he pointsto some 
cosy New England home and says: Here ‘s 
a farm with fifteen acres of good land, the 
buildings of which didn’t cost less than $1,200, 
and they would be glad to sell it for $50. 
Over yonder is a place with fifty acres of land, 
a good orchard, plenty of wood, and good 


buildings on it, that was sold last fall at, 


auction for 81, 100. 

Thus as long as the walk continues are you 
told of the decline of New England farming. 
As you look back to the city and see the pov- 
erty, the struggling and the enforced idle- 
ness that abound there ts something pecu- 
Hariy sad in such a condition of things. I 
reckon there's a screw loose somewhere, 
says the old farmer as he winds up his story. 

Yes, there’sa big screw loose. The causes 
are various. Some are natural and inevita- 
ble, but some are artificial and avoidable.

New England industries and finally drives 
them intoother sections Casts its withering 
shadow over the farms. With the decay of 
the old time farming and industrial life the 
New England spirit decays with it.

The older 
rumanism at least took its life in its hand and 
gave its enemy a chance. Its degenerate 
scion finds safer and surer means of achiev- 
ng its desires. It organizes a corporation. 
It gets a charter. Ithiresalobby. It leases 
an organ. It buys a Legislature. And, 
there you are! Millionsto a few, misery to 
all others; with the law to sustain the pro- 
ceeding, and, if need be—just as in the days 
of yore—troops to enforce it!

THAT BOLD BANDIT. 


Ohio’s Lone Bank Robber a Noted 
Desperado.

THE COLUMBUS GROVE CRIME NOT THE 
FIRST ON HIS LIST. 


— 


He Has Done Time in Michigan for 


a Similar Deed—Graphic Account of 
the Flight and Pursuit ot the Terror— 
How He Managed to Elude the Citi- 
zens in Chase. 


COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 11.—A dispatch to an 
afternoon paper from Columbus Grove says: 
The excitement over the robbery of the bank, 
the fatal shooting of Farmer Vandemark 
and the wounding of Cashier. Mople, is un- 
abated. While it is true that the searching 
parties who followed the robber’s trail 
Sunday and yesterday have practically 
abandoned the search, because it is believed 
the bandit is out of the vicinity, still there 
are a number of people busy looking about 
for clews and information which may be use- 
ful in effecting his capture. 

It is now believed that the robber’s name is 
William Murray, sent to the Penitentiary 
about six years ago for robbing Mrs. Ross of 
Troy, 0. He has recently been released from 
the pen by the expiration of his sentence. He 
has served a term in Michigan for the rob- 
bery of a bank there. The circumstances 
were similar to the Columbus Grove job. He 
is a desperado of the most reckless ty pe. 

THE ROBBER’S FLIGHT. 

The flight of the robber has not previously 
been accurately described, for the reason 
that those who witnessed it were s0 dazed by 
the audacity of the robber’s movements that 
for some hours they were unable to relate a 
consecutive story of the incidents. 

After the robbery of the bank and the 
shooting of the two men who came in his way, 
as related in previous dispatches the bandit 
disappeared dowrman alley near the bank, 
and was soon lostfrom view in a cornfield. 
He dashed through that and into a dense 
woods. He was a fleet runner, and several 
times he would allow the crowd to get al- 
most within shooting distance, when he 
would bound from his seat on the fence, wave 
his revolver above his head and be out of 
sight in a second. 

He stopped at George Balley’s farm house 
for a drink of water and repeated it at every 
farm house along his route. Messengers on 
horseback set out immediately after the 
tragedy and notified the farmersof the affair, 
and at Frank Freet’sfarm they were walt 
ing for him and as he dashed out of a corn- 
field into the yard Freet leveled his gun at 
the desperado, who bounded out of his way 
with a whoop. before he could use the 
weapon, Continuing his race southward he 
entered Wilkinson’s woods, about eight 
miles from here. The timber was sur- 
rounded, but again the fellow slipped 
through and no trace of him was found until 
Sunday, when it was learned that he had 
been seen ten miles east on the track of the 
Lake Erie & Western road by some laborers. 

THEY FED THE TRAMP. 

They described him minutely and said that 
he had the same clothes on, including the 
cloth cap that he wore when he committed 
his crime. He said he was tired and dusty 
and seemed to be greatly excited over some- 
thing. The stranger said that he was on 
his way to Bluffton, O., seven miles east of 
Beaver Dam. He said that he was hungry, 
and the men kindly gave him some of the 
food from their Duckets. 

After leaving the pipe-line men he secreted 
himself in the dense woods which abound in 
that section of the State. Keeping under 
cover until dark, he continued his journey 
until he came to where horses were pastur- 
ing. He picked out the finest specimen in the 
lot and appropriated it to his own use, mak- 
ing an improvised halter out of a piece of 
rope. It is not known what course he took 
after stealing the horse, but the next thing 
seen Of him was on the public highway, 
about four miles east of Bluffton. He 
was met by Asa Battles, a_far- 
mer, who was on his way home accom- 
panied by his family, they having been 
to Findlay attending Barnum’s show. Bat- 
tles met the terror almost in front of his 
house, and the desperado compelled Mrs. 
Battles to build a fire and cook him some eat- 
ables, after which he continued his journey 
eastward. 

There is now no question but that.the fel- 
low had been in town for several days plan- 
ning his crime. The night preceding the 
murder H. H. Gersells found him sleeping in 
his barn. He ordered the fellow out, and it 
was with the greatest reluctance that he 
went.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


Discrimination Against New England 
Likely to Be Abolished. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 11.—The discrimina- 
tion against New England in eastbound 
rates of freight seems in a fair way to be 
abolished. It has existed ever since the 
famous railroad war of 1870, when Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt compromised by allowing 
Philadelphia a rate 2 cents under that of New 
York, in consideration of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad keeping out of New England, 
where the New York Central had a monopoly. 
At the same time 5 cents above the New York 
rate was exacted from New Engiand. The 
discrimination has affected the entire com- 
merce and trade of New England and has 
driven nearly every Boston ¢xporter out of 
business. Edward Kemble brbught a test 
case before the Interstate Commission 
against the Lake Shore, New York Central 
and Boston & Albany roads in June, 1890. 
Last March Chairman Goddard of the Trunk 
Line Association asked the commission to 
make the rate from Port Huron, Detroit and 
Toledo to Boston 24% cents per 100 pounds, 


instead of 23% cents, to correspond with the | 


Boston agreement. Judge Cooley replied 


that this was unjust to the three cities

A DISAPPOINTED SEALER. 


He Saw Thousands of Fur Seals on St. 
Paui’s Island. 


Victoria, British Columbia, Aug. 11.—The 
Canadian sealing schooner, G. O. Rand, has 
just returned to Vancouver from Behring 
Sea, where she was seized by the American 
cutter Rush and ordered to St. Paul’s Island 
and then released and sent here. Capt. Al- 
cock is full of bitterness over his seizure, as 
he declaresthere was not an illicit skin on 
his vessel. While at St. Paul's Island he de- 
clares he saw thousands of seals, more than 
he ever saw before. He says for about three 
miles there is a fine sandy beach from fifty to 
150 yards deep. On this beach was a sight to 
Alla sealer with delght. To attempt to give 
any estimate of the number of seals would be 
folly. 

have seen, said he, a field of ice on 
the Atlantic of which wrs 
taken 240,000 seals, and at 
another time I saw 25,000 taken off about six 
acres, but they were not one-eighth so plen- 
tiful there as were the fur seals on St. Paul’s 
Island, while the water all around us was 
actually alive with them. Look where you 
would it was moving with seals, and up the 
hillsides as far as we could see was covered 
with them. There is one thing, however, 
that will effect seals, and that is the fearful 
state ofthe air. So many seals slaughtered 
and their dead bodies left to rot has so 
tainted the airthat one can scarcely breathe. 
There is no doubt that the smell of rotton 
flesh does more injury to the seals than all 
the sealers that go to Behring Sea. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Testing Nebraska’s Eight-Hvur Law—The 
Santa Fe Strike. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 11.—A test case of the 
eight-hour law will be made here to-morrow 
with President Barton ofthe Omaha & Grant 
Smelting Co. A committee waited on Mr. 
Barton to talk over the eight 
hour troubles and Mr. Barton 
told them plainly that some of 
his men he would work in eight-hour shifts, 
with eight hours’ pay, but that he could not 
do so in all departments ofthe smelter, as it 
would simply put a stop to the business. Mr. 
Barton said there were men who were work- 
ing ten hours a day and that he was willing 
to be arrested and tried. The arrest was 
made and Mr. Barton will be given a jail sen- 
tence. He will then apply tothe Supreme 
Court for habeas corpus and test the legality 
of the law. 


THE SANTA FE BOILER MAKERS. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 1.—The strike of the 
Santa Fe boiler makers has been declared off 
and the men returned to work. The company 
refused to pay an extra rate for over-time 
work, but the men were promised that they 
would not be compelled to work more than 
the regular hours unless they desired so to do.

VERY IMPORTANT TRADE MATTERS TO 
BE DISCUSSED.

Uniform Standard to Be Adopted—Pro- 
posed New Price List — Qualities of 
White and Yellow Pine Compared 
Lumber Statistics—The Matter of En- 


tertaining the Visitors. 


Delegates to the convention of the South- 
ern Lumbermen’s Association have begun to 


arrive on the ground, and among the promi- 
nent people here are representatives of the 
leading lumber journals of the country. The 
delegates will locate at the Southern Hotel, 
have their headquarters at the exchange in 
the Temple Building, and meet. for the trans- 
action of business in the Polytechnic Build- 
ing. 

The PosT-DiIsPATCH has already outlined 
the matters that will engage the attention of 
the convention. Chief among the questions 
is that of gauge. A large number of the 
members havegon hand considerable quanti- 
ties of lumber worked up on one of the three 
gauges in vogue, and are naturally averse to 
having this stock thrown out of the market 
through the adoption of a uniform standard. 
At the same time there is a pretty general 
feeling that the thirteen-sixteenths ‘thick, 
three anda half inch wide flooring, tongue 
and groove boards made by the white pine 
lumbermen should be met by 
a similar plank by the 
yellow pine men. is, the 
seven-eighths thick, four - inch wide stuff is 
ata disadvantage in freight rates, although 
the discount forthe thinner stuffevens up 
the difference in material used. 

PROPOSED PRICE LIST. 

Another matter that will receive general 
attention is a new price list. A great deal of 
attention will be given a paper to be read by 
Prof. J. B. Johnson of Washington Univer- 
sity on the comparative strength of white 
and yellow pine. Prof. Johnson was voted 
$500 by the association at the last meeting at 
Memphis to defray the expenses of conduct- 
ing a series of experiments, The 
professor has conducted a large 
mumber of tests with a machine 
of his invention, the largest in the world,and 
he is prepared to prove that yellow pine 
flooring ig superior to white pine or white 
oak, 

Another feature of great interest will be 
the reading by Secretary George K. Smith of 
a large number oflumber statistics of trade 
in the South, West and East.

Guests of the New York Yacht Club on 
the Field of Honor. 


AN INSULT TO A LADY RESULTSIN A 
DUEL WITH CUTLASSES, 


— — 


One of the Combatants Seriously and Per- 
haps Fatally Weunded—The Countess 
De Burdeau,a Well-Known Vocalist, 
the Woman inthe Case—Names of the 
Principals Not Made Public. 


NEW Tonk, Aug. 11.—The greatest sensa- 
tion that the history of Vineyard Haven has 
ever recorded occurred there on Monday of 


last week” and has been kept so secret 
since that the facts have but just 
leaked out. There is still some mys- 


tery surrounding the incident, but it 
must soon all be made plain, From a source 
that appears to be wholly reliable the story 
here presented was gained. On Monday of 
last week, asis well known, the New York 
Yacht fleet anchored at Vineyard Haven, and 
there a tragedy was enacted vu bids fair 
to stain the escutcheon of the mn popular 
yachting organization of the country. When 
the squadron came to anchor Monday even 
ing, the first scene in the episode occurred. 
: On one of the prominent yachts of the squad 
ron a very merry party sat at dinner. Cham 
) pagne flowed freely and conversation was as 
ubrestrained as the wine. One of the gentle 
men present made slurring remarks, it is re- 
ported, about a lady. A cousin of hers, a 
French gentleman of high social connec- 
tions, was present. His relationship to the 
lady was not known to her libeler. Without 
an instant’s hesitation he sprang to his feet 
and knocked his glib-tonguéd fellow guest 
on the deck. The man struck is prominent 
in New York club and social lite, and is 
skilled as a swordsman, pistol shot and an 


athiete. 
CHALLENGED TO COMBAT. 

He at once challenged the Frenchman to 
Settle the dispute according to the code and 
the challenge was accepted. Seconds were 
chosen, and it was agreed to go ashore early 
Tuesday morning and settle the matter by a 
duel with swords, which were on the yacht. 
Both men are experienced swordsmen, and 
as cutlasses were the only weapons at hand, 
they were forced to decide to use them. The 
next morning they put ashore at Glen Cove, 
accompanied by thelr seconds. The two 
principals stripped to the waist for the fray. 
It was seen atthe start that the men were 
very evenly matched and each parried ciev- 
erly the onslaughts of his opponent. 

After a short conflict, however, the Frech 
man threw open his guard by an ill-advised 
stroke and was terribly injured by his op- 
ponent who struck him a merciless blow, cut 
ing into his right shoulder deeply and mak 
ing a long, jagged wound, which extended 
down his chest. At first it was thought that 
the Frenchman was fatally wounded. He 
fainted several times while being carried to 
the boat for conveyance to the yacht. Doc- 
tors were summoned from New York and his 
wounds were dressed, and to prevent dis 
covery of the occurrence he was kept aboard 


the yacht, the two doctors staying with 
him. The physicians expressed the 
opinion, so the story is told, that 


the Frenchman was very seriously wounded 
and might not recover. When the squadron 
galled from Glen Cove Tuesday afternoon the 
yacht on which this affair in part took place 
sailed with the fleet as if nothing uuusual had 
oecurred. It is very probable that not half 
dozen people knew ofthis startling occur- 
rence,

Girard de Burdeau. She has won not a 
little distinction abroad as a vocalist. She 
is a Southern woman of French extraction, 
who married a Frenchman of some prom!i- 
nence about two years ago.
